Washington, March ,30.— With allght- 
ly dimimshed Interest after the spec- 
tacular Airmlsb of the previous day, 
the house, settled down to a long de- 
bate on thia administration canal toUa 
repeal bllL Seventeen hours 6f dis- 
cussion yet remain. A vote upon the 
bill is not expected before Tuesday 
afternoon, as no night sessions will be 
held. 

The detiate on the repeal of the ex- 
emption clause was postponed except 

for a brief colloquy following the 
reading by Senator Hoke Smith of 
Georgia of the conclusions of Prof. 
Emory R. Johnson of the University 
<rf Pennsylvania agalmt free, tolls. 

' IHouse Galleries Packed. 

The house galleries were again 
packed with an expectant tlirong, who, 
came in anticipation of a repetition of 
the oratorical display. It is improb- 
able, however, that the fireworks will 
materialise until Speaker Champ Clark 
taJies the floor on Tuesday to oppose 
the administration bill. 

The debate was with Representative 
Harrison of Mississippi, making the 
initial attack on the repeal bill. He 
was followed by Representative Stev- 
ens of Minnesota. Republican member 
of the interstate commerce committee, 
who upheld the contention that the 
free tolls clause is a violation of 
treaty (^ligations. Representative 
Knowland of California vigorously op- 
posed the repeal. 

The galleries of the house were 
crowded, mostly with women, when 
Representative Harrison, the first 
speaker of the day, began his speech 
against th^ repeal of the toils provi- 
sion in 1]£e Panama canal aet Many 
representatives who were on the floor 
the previous day, were absent, how- 
ever. 

Speaker Demands Better Order. . 
Speaker Clark prefaced the opening 

of the day's battle with a request to 
the house to keep Ijetter order than 
was preserved the day before and 
with a warning to the crowds in the 
galleries that they were there by 
courtesy and must not applaud or in- 
dulge in lond conversation. 

Representative Harrison, in protest- 
ing against the tolls repeal, asked: 

"Are we now to bow in humble hu- 
mility to Great Britain Are we to 
bow simply because Great Britain as 
a powerful nation, thinks that we, now 
situated as we are, confronted by in- 
ternational complications, would sur- 
render honor to an unjust and un- 
reasonable contention for the sordid 
consideration of assisting us to settle 
a question thaC although It is close' 
to us. yet is, after all, in the Interests 
of humanity? 

"Be not deceived, sirs; those who 
would vote for this repeal act will 
some day have that aet rise to plague 
you. 

'1 tm stron|;ly convinced that as 
an economic policy it is best that our 
coastwise vessels going through the 
Panama can^l should be ekempt from 
the payment of tolls." 

Representative Stevens of Minneso- 
ta, Republican, the next speaker, ap- 
p^ed to the house to uphold the 
president's position on the canal Is- 
sue. 

If the United States dlscriminatea 
against Great Britain at Panama, 
. SteVens asserted, then an .equal dis- 
crimination against American vessels 
using Canadian canals along our bor- 
der' might be justified. 

Knowland Attacks Repeal. 

Declaring there is no escaping "the 
naked truth" that for the first time 
the United States is "urged to sur- 
render under foreign pressure, dis- 
guise the situation or becloud the is- 
sue as you may," Representative J- 
R. Knowland of California joined in 
the attack on the proposed repeal of 
the free tolls provision in the Panama 
canal act. He added: 

"The government of the United 
States, speaking through a congress, a 
president and the state department, 
takes a positive position touching the 
interpretation of a disputed treaty, 
and a succeeding a'dmlnistratlon de- 
mand^ and insists that this govern- 
ment revt'isir itself, abandon its for- 
mer position and accept the foreign 
Interpretation of the treaty, an action 
with no parallel in American history. 

"The president's Washington Park, 
N. J., speech on August 15, 1912, a 
month after the first British protest 
was received, announced to the farm- 
ers of Washington Park on ttiat mem- 
orable occasion in referring to the 
canal treaty, 'our j)latform is not mo- 
lasses to catch flies. K means busi- 
ness. It meanrf what it says.' 

"Throughout the Pacific stat^ and, 
I presume, elsewhere the free toll 
plank was frequently quoted by Denio- 
cratic candidates."

United States Bureau Completes an 
Investigation of the Two Methods

WasUngton, March SO. — Workmen's 
compensation laws are' rt^iidly super- 
seding employers' liability laws as a 
method of dealing with the results of 
industrial accidents, according to the 
federal bureau of labor in a report on 
its Investigations of the subject both 
in the United StatM and foreign coun- 
tries.

War Mnister Blanquet deniftd the 
reports of rebel successes at Torreon, 
but admitted that he had received no 
message from Belasco for 24 hours. 

Only meager reports have been re- 
ceived as to fighting at Tamplco, but 
they indicate that the rebels are at- 
tacking fiercely. 

The government today announced 
the completion of arrangements for a 
domestic loan of $25,000,000, to be fur- 
nished by the local bankers. 

Carranza on Way to Juarez. 
Juares, Mex., March 30. — Anxiety 
among constitutionalist officers, caused 
by reports that Pipovisional President 
Carranza had been surrounded by fed- 
erals in the Chlhuhua desert w^ere set 
at rest by a mesage sent by Carranza 
saying he would arrive here late to- 
day or toxhorrow.

It shows 
that 23 states have enacted workmen's 
compensation laws and. that these 
laws have fbtts for been declared con- 
st! tutlowQ, by the courts of last resort 
in Massachusetts, New Jersey, Ohio, 
Washington and Wisconsin. 

This law was declared invalid ia 
Montana because It permitted double 
liability and in New York becausp It 
was held to be in conflict with the 
state constitution. In Ne* York, 
however, a new law pas passed which 
avoided unconstitutionality. 

The report says It is worthy of note 
that no country ever has returned to 
the liability law. "While some desire 
is expressed in certain quarters to de- 
lay action until a uniform measure 
can be agreed upon," the report con- 
cludes, "it is apparent to the most 
casual observer that the rapid move- 
ment of the past five years is likely 
to continue until the rule of proved 
negligence of the employer and the 
assumption by the employe of all risks 
not arising therefrom is superseded 
by the more humane and equitable 
doctrine of making the industry pro- 
vide for the human no less than the 
mechanical 1>reakage and wear, and 
tear."

Villa Leads His Troops. 
Constitutionalist Field Headquai^ 
ters, Gomez. Palado, Mexico, Marcb 
30.— Torreon probably will fall. A 

desperate battle is being fought In the 
streets of the city. The federals are 
fighting bravely to thrust back Vi'la's 
rebels, but the constitution^ists are 
slowly forcing their way into the heart 
of "the town. 

The bombardment which General 
Villa maintained ceased, and the rebel 
commander gave the order for the 
close attack. Crossing the Nazas river 
at the head of his troops ViUc 
smashed the federals defense to the 
north and penetrated the town. 

Fighting from the housetops and 
from barricades In the street, the fed- 
erals had succeeded during the night 
in hurling back every attempt at Villa 
to enter the principal plaza of the city. 
All nlg^t the constitutionalints ha4 
been cutting their way through adobe 
houses for many blocks in order to 
get behind the federal barricades, bu*^ 
the work was slow. 

• BaHling Without Food. 

Villa's troops went into battle with- 
out havlnfe any food or water for 24 

hours. The constitutionalist commis- 
sary department las failed miserably 
to meet the demands upon it and Vil- 
la has threatened to hang all his quar- 
termasters afteThe has captured Tor- 
reon. 

Villa must' capture Torrfeon. Only 
the federal supplies in that city can 
save his troops from starvation. In 
the present condition of his commis- 
sary he would be unable to conduct a 
retreat without disaster.

Declares In Many Instances They Pay 
Bonus for Privilege of Carry- 
ing Out Plan. ^ 



Washington, March 30. — ^Declaring 
that the Pennsylvania extended free 
services to shippers and in many in- 
stances carried shipments gratis and 
paid a bonus for "this pleasure," 
Louis D. Brandeis before- Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner Harlan at- 
tacked the railroads generally for their 
alleged economic policy in relation to 
their application for an increase of 
five per cent in freight rates. 

The cmnmission was making an in- 
qniry into the question of free storage, 
unloading and loading, and warehouse 
discriminations in connection with the 
plea of the roads for higher rates. 
The conditions at Buffalo. Philadel- 
phia, New York and Baltimore were 
place^ before the compiission ky Mr. 
Brandeis. 

The free storage service at Phila- 
delphia, Mr. Brandeis said, cost the 
•Penneylvania railroad for the year 
ended June 30, 1913, $282,261. The 
shippers and warehousemen receiving 
.these benefits, he declared, transacted 
business through warehouses desig- 
nated by the railroad. 

Like conditions at Buffalo, Brandeis 
stated, resulted from allowance made 
for special services, unloading, switch- 
ing and per dleta reclaims: 

H^ declared these services should 
be charged for by the railroads and 
that if thoy were, the necessity for 
an increase of five per cent in rates 
in ofScial classificatlan territory would 
be removed.

the state and already much property 
damage is reported. The warm weath- 
er of tae last iew days has melted 
much of the heavy snow which fell 
easlier in the month, and this, with a 
steady rain throtighout the nigl^t,has 
swollen all the streams, many of which 
are out of their banks, flooding the 
towns. 

At Troy the Hudson river has as- 
sumed flo<td proportions and, with the 
water rising rapidly, mercliants along 
the river front are removing goods to 
safer places. 

Bridge Carried Away. 
Amsterdam rei)orts part of the 
bridge which spans the Mohawk river 
there carried away by high water and 
ice cutting oft the southern section 
of the city from the nudn part of the 
town. 

The Chenango and Susquehanna riv- 
ers are oxerflowlng into the lowlands 
about Binghamton. At Syracuse An- 
ondaga^reek is leaving its bank and 
flooding miles of territory. Ithaca and 
Schenectady also report flood cona- 
tions beyohd usual spring freshet 
marks. 

Schenectady Streets Flooded. 
At Schenectady the Mohawk river 
is over the Scotia dike and the lower 
streets of the city are flooded. Ice 
is Jammed, against the bridge connect- 
ing Schenectady and Scotia, and it 
may go out before night. There also 
is a heavy icepack against the Erie 
canal aqueduct four miles east of the 
city. The Rexford bridge already has 
been carried away. The river is ris- 
ing rapidly. 

Seek Places of Safety. 
Albany, N. Y., March 30.— The Kud- 
I son river is rising rapidly here and 
dwellers along the river front are mov- 
ing to places of safety. 

River Out of Its Banka 
Binghamton, N. Y., March. 30.-r-A 
steady downpour of rain all night in- 
creased the gravity of the flood situa- 
tion here. Early in the morning the 
Chenango river broke over its banks, 
flooding the residential secUon of the 
city. The Susquehanna nfee to a point

People Travel in Boats. 
Buffalo, N. Y., March 30. — Towns in 
western New York are threatened 
with a repetition of the disastrous 
fioods of a^year ago, when homes were 
washed away andf damage estimated 
at several hundred thousand dollars 
was done. 

In the lowlands of the Touawandas 
people are going to and from their 
homes in boats owing to the overfiow 
from the Tonawanda and Bilicott 
creeks. At Batavla the municipal sew- 
age disposal plant is eight feet un- 
der water. 

* High water washed out a culvert 
on the E<rie railroad near Attica, ne- 
cessitating the dispatch of trains over 
the New . York CetnraS tracks. At 
Coming tne Chemung riv«r is ten feet 
above normal and has flooded the 
highways west of the city. At Oleao 
the Allegheny river has ov^Qowed 
its banks. 

Central Chio Alarmed. ' 
Columbus, O., March 30.— With the 
Great Miami and Whitewater river 
raging, "he Scioto climbing a foot an 
hour, and the Muskingum and Lickine 
rivers cut of their banks along the 
lowlands, anxiety was felt of a re- 
currence of the disastrous floods of 
March 25-28, 1913. 

A cessation of rainfall followed by 
colder weather has checked the rise 
of all of the streams mentioned Dam- 
age 80 far reported has been con- 
fined to the southwestern section of 
the state, where bridges have been 
washed out, temporarily cutting off

threatened in an army now virtually 
headless. Both Field Marshal French 
and Lieutenant. General Ewart refuse 
to withdraw their resignations in spite 
of appeaU by both the king and cabi- 
neL 

The size of the army desertion was 
revealed by no less an authority than 
Sir Edward Richard Russell a stanch 
supporter of the government, who in 
a signed newspaper article says: 

It is a positive fact that when he 
visited the war'offlce early this week 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts had in 
his pocket a list of nearly 900 officers 
of the army, who are ready to send 
in their papers." 

No solution had been found np to a 
late hour of the situation caused by 
the resignations of Field Marshal 
French and General Ewart. The cabi- 
net, however, was still hopeful that its 
difficulties would be overcome before 
it again meets the house of commons. 

Should the chief of the general staff 
and the adjntimt general to' the forces 
persist in their attitude, it Is generally 
thoupht that Col. John Seely. secre- 
tary of state fOr war, will leave the 
cabinet.

Birds and Disects Prey Upon 
Colonies, But Can Bd 
Combatted

PREVENTiOli BEST WEAPON 



Honey Makers Subject to Devastating 
Maladies Caused By Germs — Change 
of Hive and Cleaniiness Often Af- 
ford Relief — Debated Whether 
Queens Convey Foul Brood — Bee- 
keepers Form Association. 



(H. Garman, Head of Division of En- 
tomology and Botany.

The best-known enemy of the Honey 
Bee ia the Bee Moth, an obscure Insect 
that has probably been in this country 
ever since bees were introduced. It 
seems to have been a serious pest In 
the early days when box hives and bee 
gums were the ouiy means of keeping 
colonies. Since the movable-frame 
hive came into use there has been less i brood 



destroyed by American Foul Brood, 
and does not commonly draw out in 
long threads. The cells contafntag 
diseased in'ubs ate rarely - caipi»«d. 
The odor from dead grubs is comifion- 
ly not very noticeable.. Both drOne 
and queen grubs 'are attacked. 
* . Treatment For Disease.' 

Experience shows that foi^ brood 
may be suppressed, at least for a time, 
by the simple practice of removing , 
♦he bees to a clean hive in the frames ] 
of which are narrow strips of founda- 
tion. If ail the brood is not out of 
the cells at the time, it can be brush- 
ed before the new hive later, or can 
be kept in a colony reserved for the 
purpose until it emerges. 

The infected combs should be de- 
stroyed (rendered) by heat, if neces- ; 
sary by burning, and the hive should ! 
be thoroughly di:enched, after scraping 
away all propolis and comb. Inside and 
out, with a two per cent solution of | 
formalin. Any honey present should 
be boiled thoroughly, or destroyed. 
The frames may well be burned. All 
tools used should be carefully disin- 
fected with formalin before using 
them on other hives. Those engaged 
in Inspecting colonies can not be too 
careful about these matters when go- 
ing from one cc'.ony to another. 
Queens May Be Medium. 
There is some difference o^ opinion 
among those who study bee diseases | 
as to the possibility of conveying foul 
by means of bought queens.

trouble in keeping colonies free, aod 
as a matter of fact, good colonies of 
Italians, or Carniolans, 'when properly 
cared for, are not troubled by this 
pest. The commo » black bee is more 
subject to injury, but even blacks in 
movable-frame hives, and kept strong, 
need not be seriously harmed by the 
moth. 

Combatting the Moth. 

The bee moth will make trouble In 
weak colonies, and any exposed comb, 
stored in hives, or elsewhere, is pretty 
sure 'to invite attack and to be ulti- 
mately ruined. Such comb should al- 
ways be kept in screened quarters so 
that the adult moths can not get to 
the comb to lay their eggs. Once in 
comb the young moth should be cut 
out and destroyed and the comb 
fumigated with hydrocyanic acid gas 
or burning sulphur. Bisulfld of car- 
bon, sometimes used to fumigate 
combs, leaves an odor for a time that 
may pruve ol.jt ctioiiable to the bees, 
if the comb is used at once. 

Birds and Bugs Foes. 

The Bee Martin or King Bird 
(Tyrannus tyrannus) is a well known 
bee eater, and recently I have ob- 
served the Tyrant Flycatcher (Myiar- 
chus crinitus) waiting near 'hives and 
capturing bees as they passed to and 
fro. These enemies of the beekeeper 
are very eas:I> disposed of by the oc- 
casional use 01 a shotgun.

Many practical beekeepers and queen 
rearers claim that these diseases are 
never so conveyed, f People who have 
bought queens sometimes claim that 
they have introduced the disease in 
this way. The fact appears to be that 
they are not commonly conveyed by 
means of queers, and the postoffice 
regulations bearing upon the matter 
imply that if the candy used in the 
cages in which the queens are ship^ 
ped is boiled, queens do not convey 
foul brood even when taken from in- 
fected colonies. 

The subject must be regarded as 
"open for dlscusvion," however. 

"Pickle brood," and some other ob- 
scure diseases are not at present well 
enough understood to warrant any 
very po«[ltive statements concerning 
them. 

Note. — ^A State Beekeepers' Assoclfip 
tion, organised at the University, Jan- 
uary 9, 1914, has for one of Its objects 
the control of the spread of foul brood 
in Kentucky. Those interested in this 
and other matters relating to beekeep- 
ing should Join. Section VI of the 
Constitution adopted reads: "Any per- 
sons interested in' beekeeping may be 
come an active member of the Asso- 
ciation by paying the annual' dues of 
fifty cents."

In a bulletin on forage poisoning, 
E. W, Mumma, veterinary department, 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, says: 

"In the last two months numerous 
letters have been received from farm- 
ers reporting the pr^ence of this dis- 
ease In a very virulent form, resulting 
in the loss of large numbers of ani- 
mals. ♦ ♦ • • 

"Thd cause of this disease is closely 

related to the feed. In the majority of 
outbreaks observed in the Blue Grass 
section and along the Ohio River coun- 
ties, where it has been most prevalent, 
the cause is attributed to moldy or in- 
ferior ensilage. Samples of ensilage 
have been received at the Experiment 
Station for detaDed study, and Dr. H. 
Garman reports the presence of molds 
which are considered the catts« of for- 
age poisoning in one at th« middle 
western states. • • • • 

"The disease has occurred mor* 
commonly in horses and mules wher« 
ensilage was the principal feed. En- 
silage of a high grade can be^I^d -to 
horses and mules with both safety and 
profit, but when tainted w inferior, 
ensilage should be fed vet y sparingly 
to any class of live stock. Cattle, how- 



ffieiuioiied are known, but they are 
not much feared by good beekeepers.

Among the Diseases. 
' The diseases known as Foul Brood 
are quite a different matter, and th*- 
very mention of foul brood is likely td 
rasp the nerves of the best of beekeep^ 
ers.

Estimates Show That Cos* Was About 
Half of What It Would Have Been 
If Drbssed Lumber Had 
Bean Us«d. 

An example of the extent to which 
rough timber can sometimes be used 
in the construction of railroad spurs 
or temporary lines is given In the re- 
cently completed extension of the 
Ruskln-Stave Falls in British Colum- 
bia. About 230.000 feet board measure 
of hewed and rough timber were used 
in crib and trestle work on this ex- 
tension, which Is 3,800 foet-^ong and 
cost abput §20,000. 

The line follows along a very steep 
side hill in loose, sliding earth and 
required a large amount of retaining 
wall construction. The heavy timber 
growth was, therefore, utilized to good 
advantage;, and cribs and trestles were 
built from cedar timber cut on the 
right of way or adjacent thereto. The 
cribs were^ built up as the grading 
and steeper slopes it was found con- 
venient to terracie them In i«e or 
moie sections. 

Several trestles were required at 
ravine crossings, and in order to give 
greater stability to these structpres, 
timber crib foundations were built 
wherever the footings came on slofriag 
ground. The road is of stand&rd gauge 
and was built on a uniform grade of 
5 per cent, compensated, with a maxi- 
mum curvature of 15 degrees. 

The timber on one trestle totals 
59,000 feet board measure. Including 
engineering supervision, the structure 
cost ^975.75. The amount of timber 
used In this trestle, if bought from the 
mill as dimension lumber at the r<gu- 
lar Yale of $20 per 1,000 feet board 
measaire would have come to $1,160. 
while a t>ft>babl« adHltlon cost of $650 
for er^thg would have brought the 
total up to about twice the amount 
actU&Uy expended on the structure. 

The jtlmber crib In another place 
Contains 41,000 feet board measut-e. 
and cost In place $970. or about $24 
per 1,000 feet boai4 meamre. This 
cost Is considered somewtuat higher 
than the average on the work, due to 
the very soft earth encountered at 
this point. 

In making a fill near the lower end 
of the line a rough timber trestle 600 
feet in length, wltb an avmige height 
of 28 feet and a maximum height of 
32 feet, was built at a cost of $2 per 
foot. Including ties and 56 pound rails. 
This structure was only used until 
the fill was graded for permanent 
roadbed, and its heaviest loading wa£ 
a 12-ton dinkey ragine with three ^ 
ton (loaded) dumplSBra. 



Illuminated Semaphore Signals Tried 
^ and Approved liy Gerfnan 
Railroads. 

Illuminated semaphore signals, 
equally efficient by day as well as by 
night, have been . proposed many 
times and have been the subject of 
several p'tenta. The Idea has been 
tried in this country, s^ys the Engi- 
neering News, and a signal of this 
class has been in use for about two 
and a half years in the classifioatlon 
yard of the Prussian state railways 
at Tempelhof, near BerUn. It Is said 
that it has given good results In ordi- 
nary .weather and also during fogs, 
and that the operating costs are 
small. 

The signal has a long blade or arm 
pivoted at the middle and bent to a 
parabolic curve. The blade consists 
of a long narrow mlrrcM*. while a 
smaller mirror curved In the opposite 
direction gives the back or reverse 
Indication. In each case, a lamp 
placed in focus of the parabola 
furnishes the Illumination. 1 plat- 
form at the top of the signal mast 
serves fOr maintenance of mirror and 
lamp. The large mirror has a focal 
length of four feet, and other dimen- 
sions found to be the best by experi> 
ment The reflecting face Is coated 
with aluminum-bronze paint but the 
surface is not polished, as a diffusing 
action is thought best^ A small para- 
bolic neflector behind the lense serves 
*o throw all the light upon the signal 
arm. 

The signal Is lighted with acety- 
lene gas, fed from a steel tank at the 
foot of the ^ast, but any other form 
of lighting ^Id be used.

bureau, and compared with showings 
from other, conntrles by the bnraan 
of railway news and statlstles. 

Figures show that In the twenty- 
seven Industries Included In the In- 
vestigation by the census bureau, 
there is an averag* yearly death rate 
of fifteen out of «very 1,000 men em- 
ployed. The report shows .that 
among railroaid men ^ jieath rate Is 
but ten yearly IbT -every- l,0<lb men 
employed. 

Moat felgnlfteant in the showing 
made \)y railroad men is the scarcity 
of deaths due to bodily infirmities, 
fott while .deaths due to accidents are 
hither In number than In almost any 
othet employment Mortality due to 
tuberculosis, pneumonia, heart dlfr 
ease and diseases of the nervous sys-, 
tern Is remarkably low. ^ .

When a woman 
told Bunyan his sermon warn excel- 
lent, he replied, "Tes, I knoW it; the 
devil told me so before I left the pul- 
pit." God, sometimes gives us thorns 
in the flesh lest we be exalted above 
measure.

The man was taken aside; perhaps 
he would not be Impressed with the 
working of God. in the crowd.

If we do not sigh 
over spiritual needs we are not likely 
to supply them. We must bleed lf*we 
would save. The awfulness of being 
Without Qod. without Christ, and hav- 
ing no hop^ must weigh upon us If 
we are to be zealous In snatching men 
as brands from the bnrhlng. No cul- 
ture or refinement should blind us 
from the fact that "he that believeth 
not is condemned already."

Graphic Account of battle Given toy 
Member of Fifty-First New York 
— Had One Leg Amputated. 

My regiment, the Flfty-^rst New 
York, went to the war on October 29. 
1861. About ten o'clock a. m.. we left 
our headquarters at the Old Palace 
gardens. Fourteenth street and 
Seventh avenue. We marched down 
Broadway to the Battery to the tune 
of "The Girl I Left Behind Me." ten 
drummers ahead and a brass band. 1 
felt i^roud that day, writes Arthui 
Oale, Fifty-first New York, Second brig- 
ade. Second division. Ninth corps, 
Bedford, N. Y., In the National Trib- 
une. Some one on the sidewalk 
would sing out: "Here comes the Fif- 
ty-first New York." At the Battery 
we went aboard the boat for New 
Berne. N. C. During the fight at that 
place March' 14, 1862, my recflment 
was formed In line of battle. The 
loud whistling of the bullets came 
through the woods. Elarly that morn- 
ing our ordjerly told us to shoot off our 
guns and reload, as it had rained thje j 
night before and a number of guns 
would not go off well. That was my 
fix. I said to Orderly Smith: "I can't 
get my gun to go off." •He said that 
he could not help me, and told me to 
pick one up in the battle. \ 
I began to see men falling. The dirt 
; in front of me was plowed up by rifle 
i balls. Our little Orderly Smith was, 
shot dead. Fear soon left me while I 
was loading and firing. I saw one of I 
my comrades lying on the ground. He | 
did not move, and I ran to him. I got 
down on my knees as I was looking 
for the bullet hole. I felt a tug at my 
shoulder and, looking up, saw it was ; 
our chapla&i, Benton. He said to me: 
"Yomig man, attend to your duty; I 
will attend to this map." 

I began loading and firing as fast 
as I could, and heard a loud blast of 
the bugle. Our captain sang out: 
"Charge bayonets!" Our chaplain, 
Benton, was killed in the charge. As 
we reached the breastworks the reb- 
els broke and ran. 1 climbed on top 
of the breastworks and Jumped over 
to the other side. Dead and dying 
rebels were lying all around. A dying 
rebel turned his eyes toward me. 1 i 
stopped and saw his lips move, but 
no sound came from them. I put my | 
ear to his mouth and he whispered: 
"Water." I gave him a drink out of 
my canteen, and put a blanket under 
his head and left him. 

My firet battle was Roanoke Isldnd. 
then New Berne, Second Bull Run, ' 
Chantilly and South Mountain. At j 
South Mountain 1 was wounded in the 
leg, which rendered amputation nec- 
essary. When I was shot two of my 
comrades, neighbors of mine in the 
old village of Bedford, Westchester 
county, carried me off and IMM me on 
the grass, where I lay all night. These 
I two comrades' names were Ezra and 
John Miller. Three days after Ezra 
was shot at Antietam, and he went 
home and died of his wound.

TOY TRAVELING CRANE.

This is an easily carried out idea 
that will be productive of a great deal 
of fun. The crane may be used to 
hoist earth, and dump it to one side 
odt of tiie way, in btdldlng a miniature 
Panama canal, or for excavating for a 
toy well, or any other play engineering 
feat you may think of. 

The toy crane may be built upon 
your express wagon, or a home-made 
wagon of the form shown in Fig. 1. 

A clothes-pole or short rug-pole may 
be used for the mast (A. ¥1g. 2). The 
lower end should stick through a hole 
cut in the wagon-bed, and the two 
crosspieces B should be nailed to the 
sides several inches above the bot- 
tom end so they will rest upon the 
wagoit-bed. "When the mast has been 
ket in place, nail a pair of crosspieces 
similar to pair B to its end, beneath 
the wagon-bed, to brace It. The stick 
B, nailed to the upper crosspieces, is 
the lever by which the mast is turned. 

The mast-top pulley is a thread 
spool, mounted on a long spike driven 
through the blocks D, and blocks D are 
securely nailed to the end of the mast.

feated by a vote of 41 to 37, and 
the three members v. ho have re- 
ceived appointments, or at least 
whom the papers say have been 
appointed to-wit: Representative 



mon carrier, under heavy penalty 
to be fixed Ijy the General Assem- 
bly, shall give a free pass or pass- 
es, or shall, at reduced rates not 
common to the public, sell tickets 
for transportation to any State, 
district, city town or county offi- 
cers, or member of the General 
Assembly, or Judge: and any 
State, district, dty, town or coun- 
ty officer, or member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, or Judge, who 
shall accept or use a free pass or 
passes, or shall receive or use 
tickets or transportation at re- 
duced rates not common to the 
public, shall forfeit his office. It 
shall be the duty of the General 
Assembly to enact laws to en- 
force the provisions of this sec- 
tion." 

No Legislation is needed to de- 
prive an officer accepting a pass 
of his office. The Legislation re- 
ferred to was only the penalty to 
be applied against a common 
carrier for giving, or selling such 
ticket or pciss. 

It is clearly malfeasance of 
office and unless the grand jury 
has a right to indict members of 
the Legislatare for malfeasance 
the State is powerless to protect 
itself. But nothing will be done, 
for, "what is the constitution be-

We I Punished, 
make no charges against anyone, 
but we discuss the legal question 
involved. 

There is a provision in the con- 
stitution which prohibits mem- 
bers of the Legislature from being 
appointed or elected to any civil 
office of profit in this common- 
wealth during the term for which 
he was elected, cuid for one year 
thereafter. 

Section 44 reads as follows to- 
wit: 

"No Senator or Representa- 
tive shall, during the term for 
which he was elected, nor for one 
year thereafter, be appointed or 
elected any civil office of profit in 
this Commonwealth, which shall 
have been created, or the emolu- 
ments of which shall have been 
increased, during the said term, 
except to such offices as may be 
filled by the election of the peo- 
ple." 

If it be true that any mem- 
ber has been tendered the appoint- 
ment, it is clearly contrary to the 
constitution. As to the charge 
that members of the Assembly 
were promised positions under 
this bill to secure their votes for 
it, we have no information, and 
make no charge, but if such a 
condition of atfairs exists, it is 
clearly bribery,, and it is due to 
the .£5ood citizenship of the State 
of Kentucky that the matter be 
thoroughly investigated and sifted 
to the very bottom by the grand 
jury soon to be convened at 
Frankfort 

And while the grand jury is in- 
vestigating that, if it does inves- 
tigate it, it could spend its time 
very profitably in the investiga- 
tion of the conduct of those Rep- 
resentatives and Senators w ho so 
boldly declared that they were 
riding on passes issued bv the 
Railroad Company. The consti- 
tution is as clear as the noonday 
sun, that when one accepts a pass, 
he thereby forfeits his office, but 
there has be^ an effort made on 
the part of the officials interested 
to make it appear that there was 
coupled with this constitutional 
provision, a provision that the 
Legislature must enforce that 
section of the constitution by ap- 
propriate laws. We contend that 
this is not a correct interpretation 
of the constitution and we sub- 
mit the language of the constitu- 
tion itself. 

Section 197 reads: "No rail- 
road, steamboat or other cotn-

Gov. McCreary on his return 
from Louisville, signed the 
State aid measure for construc- 
tion of roads. It was one of the 
most important bills passed by 
the recent Legislature, and with 
its enactment Government aid 
is expected to the extent of <.over 
half a million dollars, which, with 
the tax assessment should give 
Kentucky a fund of over $1,500,-

$100 to create a State road fund 
with which to aid counties in 
building roads.

MAKING A SPLIT LOG DRAG 



Anyone Can Make One to Cost From 
Almost Nothing to $2.50, Depend- 
ing on Materials Used. 

*A subscriber in Latah county, Idaho, 
asks us to give him a plan for making 

a split log drag for working the roads 
in his county, and also wants to know 
how to use one. says -the Western 
Farmer. ^ 

The drag may be made of a log, say 
eight feet long and 12 Inches through, 
split In the mfddle, or of two pieces of 
sawed oak or other substantial wood, 
2 by 8 inches. After a log is split, giv- 
ing two fiat, faced slabs, bore three 
two-inch boles in each slab, as shown 
in drawing; connect the slabs, facing 
the same direction, with three stakes 
or rounded 3 by 3s long enough to 
leave three feet of space between the 
slabs after the connecting pieces have 
been driven into the holes. Two or 
three planks can be nailed to these 
pieces, affording a place for the driver 
to stand, and, at the same time, 
strengthening the drag. Use a chain 
or strong rope for attachment to the 
double-tree^ ^upposin^ ihe^drag to 
face weet, and assuming that a cTialn 
Is used, fasten one end of the chain to 
or around the left hand outside con- 
necting brace, letting the chain pass 
over the top of the slab. If attached 
to the face of the slab, near the left 
hand end, the chain would interfere 
with the movement of dirt toward that 
end 61 ^e drag. The drag is run at 
an angle of about 45 degrees, so that 
dirt can be thrown toward one side 
The other end of the chain must be 
fastened to the face of the front slab 
near where the right han^ connecting 
piece comes through, and not around 
the connecting piece, as it is in the 
illustration. 

Shoe about three feet of the bottom 
edge (right hand side) of the front slab 
with a piece of iron or steel of the 
right length, about three Inches wide 
and a half inch thick, with one edge 
shanver beveled. Put it on securely, 
letting the sharp edge project about 
half an Inch below the edge of the slab. 
This shoe will enable the drag better 
to shave the surface and cut down the 
hard ridges which are ustially met on 
roads that have not been kept emooth. 
A good drag will cost from almost 
nothing to $2.50, depending on the ma-

Roads should be dragged 10^ or U 
times a year. The time is after each 
soaking rain, so that the drag will 
form a smooth mud coat on the sur- 
face. When the frost is leaving the 
ground is an excellent time; the drag 
.should be in use from then until win- 
ter. The work does not interfere with 
ordinary farming operations, as when 
it ie the right time to drag the soil is 
too wet or the conditions unsuited for 
many kinds of field work. It Is diffi- 
cult to invent a good excuse for not 
dragging. Used at the right time and 
with proper frequency on practically 
all types of earthy soils and those of 
the clayey or rolling sections, the tei^ 
will ntake roads smooth, hard and eeor 
vex — ^the three fundamental character- 
istics of an ideal dirt nxtd. The pro-

The time of season in ^hich the 
thinning should be done is a factor 
which largely determines the result 
of such work. It is safe to assert that 
the earlier in the season the thinning 
be done, after the little apples have 
attained a size sufficient to enable the 
workman to distinguish defects and 
deformities and to assist him in rec- 
ognizing the specimens which are less 
well nourished, the more satisfactory, 
efficacious and profitable will be the 
work, l.ate thinning will only serve 
to lighten the weight of the trees, no 
considerable benefit being derived in 
increasing the size of individual apples 
or in enabling the trees to Conserve 
their energy in time to prepare for 
crop production the following season.

Work Should Be Done Every Year 
Some Time in Spring After Severe 
Cold Weather Has Passed. 

(By B. P. 8ANDSTKN. Colorado Agri- 
cultural CoIleiTe.) 
The average farmer and fruit grow- 
er has very little conception of how to 
properly prune fruit trees. It is gen- 
erally done at any time during the 
winter season when the tree is dor- 
mant If no time Is to be had. it is 
delayed for another year. This sys- 
tem Is disastrous. The fruit trees 
should be regularly pruned regardless 
of the amount of pruning required. If 
the work is done every year the tree 
will get into the habit of producing a 
certain amount of wood and fruit and 
there will be little occasion for severe 
pmplng. If the pruning during the 
first three or four years of an orchard 
after planting is properly performed, 
there will subsequently be little need 
to remove large branches. The prun- 
ing will then consist merely in the re- 
moval of superfluous shoots or 
branches that interlace, and this kind 
of work does not upset or disturb the 
growth and fruiting habits of the 
tree. 

Winter pruning should be delayed 
until March or until after cold weather 
has passed. Pruning during December 
and January is often disastrous as the 
wounds are apt to crack from the cold 
a&d 'thus make lodging places for dis- 
ease. Farther, the wounds made at 
this time will not heal over rapi^y. 
If pruning is done late in the season, 
the wound will not crack and it will 
heal over as soon as growth starts. 

If the removal of large branches is 
necessary, all wounds should, be paint- 
ed, using common tMek, white paint.

Colorado— Covered With Burlap 
During Winter Season. . 

At the agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, Canyon. Colo., an interesting 
method of protecting peach trees from 
frost, during the winter, Is being prac- 
ticed. Early in November the earth is 
removed from a circle about four feet 
in diameter round each tree, and wa- 
ter is turned in to saturate the soil. 
When the ground has become soft the i 
tree is worked back and forth to loos- 
en the roots, and is then pushed over 
on its side. The branches are brought 
together and fastened with a cord, and 
burlap covered with earth is put over 
them. Thus the trees lie snug until 
spring, when the covering is gradnally 
loosened and finally removed, and they 
are raised and propped np.

Here hundreds of children go ifi 
and out, learning the secrets of the 
ages Except when travel has taken 
them from the staie they have never 
soen a saloon. There are no disgust- 
ing sights and sounds and odors \j9 
undermine the morals Of the boys Y'ho 
cone to this place, as there were 
three decades ago. Instead, there are 
wide, airy rooms, where the fictlvo 
boy may develop his constructive 
faculties, training hand and eye at 
the same time as he works with lathe 
or chisel, or recites in the class room.

Federal Bureau ReftorMts ^nuded 
Areas, Cares for Reserve In ScMn. 
tiflo Way, Sells Trees, Etc. 

(Special Frankfort Correcpondence.) 
Frankfort. — The acquisition of forest 
reserves in the watersheds of Eastern 
Kentucky by the goTernment will be 
urged by State Forester J. IL Barton 
In an address before the Joint meeting 
of the Appalachian park commission 
,and the North Carolina Forestry asso- 
ciation at Asheville, April 8. The 
general assembly passed a bill author- 
ifing the government to acquire lorest 
reserres in the state, and ^ore^ter 
Barton has recelTed assurance from 
W. F. 1,. Hall, assistant forester for 
the government, that a reconnolssance 
will be made by his department this 
summer in the Kentucky mountains 
with a view to purchasing such re- 
I serves. Mr. Barton will meet Chief 
Forester h: S. Graves and Mr. Hall at 
Asheville. 

The government's Appalachian re- 
serves will be administered as the re- 
serves are in the west. The purpose 
is to protect the wooded watersheds 
for the conservation of soil and the 
regulation ot flow. In tiie streams, "the 
gOTenunent poichases the land and 
takes over complete control, excepting 
the criminal Jurisdiction of the state. 
Forester Barton Is of the opinion that 
the demonstrations conducted by the 
government on such reserves ^11 do 
more for the advancetnent of forestry 
in Kentucky than any other factor. 

The federal bureau of forestry re- 
forests denuded areas, cares for its 
reserve in scientific fashion, sells the 
ripe trees and regulates the manner of 
removing them so as to protect the 
younger growth, and demonstrates 
by its methods the possibility ot con- 
serving the . timber resources while 
yielding a continuous revenue. 

Mr. Barton weM to Harlan April l 
and assisted In completing the organi- 
zation of the Bell County Association 
of Timber Qrowers, and from there he 
will go to Asheville. 

The forestry departmoit expects to 
purchase some land, as far as the 
funds will permit, for demonstration 
purposes this year, enlarge the tree 
nursery at Louisville and start the one 
planned on the colored normal scbool 
farm at Frankfort

Because the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad had the right to exercise emi- 
nent domain, the appellate court wt 
aside the rale and permitted isroperty 
donated for school purposes to be 
used for a railroad track. Harry 
Lutes and other heirs of Wm. Beatty 
sued to recover the land, which had 
been donated to the school 40 years 
ago, with thee pravWon that if it 
ceased to lie used for sdwol porpoftes 
it reverted to fieatty's heirs. The 
company moved the building to an- 
other tract of land and paid the school 
trustees $300. The court concluded 
that the heirs could not recover the 
property.

Washington. — One of the anti-trust 
measures prepared by the Democrats 
In congress with the approval of Presi- 
dent Wilson and Attorney General 
McReynblds is on Its way toward pas- 
sage. The measure is the one estab- 
lishing an interstate trade cc-mmlff- 
sion. The Democrats in congress have 
found that a good many of their Re- 
publican brethren ajiprove the bill in 
the form in which it has been sul>- 
mitted and there seems to be little 
doubt that on Its' final passage a con- 
siderable Republican ^te will be re- 
corded in Its favorf 

The Progressives in congress do not 
wholly approvBLOf this Interstate trade 
commission bill. They maintain that 
it does not go Tftr enough and that it 
is _ simply a weak substitute for a 
measnr^' which they would, pass if 
they were in control of congress. Th*? 
Progressives desire an Interstate trade 
ccmmlFslon which shall have more 
complete powers than are granted to 
the proposed body ''under the pro- 
visltone of the pending bill. The Pro- 
gressives believe that the commission 
should have powers in business mat- 
ters as great as those wirlch are giv- 
en the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion in controlling the affairs of the 
railroad a. 

This commission measure was 
unaniinpasly agreed upon by its fram- 
ers who constitute a subcommittee of 
the house Interstate commerce com- 
mitteii and In the membership of the 
framing body were both Democrats 
and Republicans. 

An Independent Bodyl 

Of the bill Representative Cktvlng- 
ton has said: 

';l*The wholf • theory of the crehtlon 
of the commission has been te make 
It an efficient Indepeiident body. In 
most of the matters of publicity It has 
entire control of the facts eathered. 
Pxiblicity la left to its discretion, and 
the bill contains ample authority for 
It to prevent the disclosures of those 
necessary trade secrets, valueless to 
thb, Dublic, ' in promoting lawful' com- 
petitive bu!:1nes8. but which, was dis- 
closed, simply afford opportunity for 
Iniurious upp by competitors'. Powers 
of investigation, safeguarded by prop- 
er constitution?! limitations against 
unlawful searches and selsures. are 
taken from a new snbordinate depart- 
Sitnt under the eontsaf! of the execa- 
^^Mk and given to this nonpartisan 
body." 

Under the interstate trade commis- 
sion bill all the powers and duties of 
tbf present bureau of corporations 
and of the commissioner of corpora- 
tions are transferred ^to the commis- 
slq^ of three memV>fs. all of whom 
are to be preslflential appointee?, sub- 
ject to confirmation bv the senate, and 
each of whom will draw a salary of 
jm.non annually. Only two of the 
commissioners can be of the saine po- 
litical party. 

Every corporation that Is epgaged 
in iTtterstatn commerce, except cor^ 
porations subject to the act to regu- 
latp commprcp. gnd which has a capi- 
tal of $5,000 000 or more, or having, 
less capital belongs to a class of cor- 
porations which the commission may 
establish, is to be obliged io fnmish 
to the. hew bodv annaaUy "such In- 
fbrraatton. stiBtemenT and records of 
brronizatlon. brmdholders xnd stock- 
holders and financial condition, and 
also such opinion, statements and 
records'of its relations to other cor- 
poratlba* and its business and prae- 
tiftes while engaged In commerce, as 
the eomralselon siiau require." 

Power* of the Commission. 

Here la section 10 of the bill which 
shows specifically the powers of the 
commission ip matters of _ investiga- 
tion: 

"Section 10. Th^ commission shall, 
upon the direction of the president, 

the attorney general, or either house 
of congress, investigate the organiza- 
tion, marapement and business of any 
corporation while engaged in com- 
merce, to aid in ascertaining whether 
or not the corporations investigated is 
violatlog the acts relstlng to restraint 
of trade. And the eomnrisslpn shall 
makp a report of suclt investigation, 
which mav Include recommendations 
for rearllustment of business in order 
that said corporation may thereafter 
maintain its organization, manage- 
menif and conduct of busings in ac- 
cordance with law. Reports made 
after Investlfcatloh may be made pub- 
lic in the discretion of the commiS' 
slon." 

The annual reports which corpora- 
tions shall turn in containing the re- 
quired Infonnatlo^ stnA statistics for 
the previous year must be nutde out 
under oath andilled with the commis- 
sion at its ofPce in Washington with- 
in thi«e months after the close of the 
year, for which the report is made. 
In cases of necessity it will be wfthin 
the power of the commission to graqt ! 
.additional time. 

If a corporation delays in taming, 
in Its report the bill as drawn penal- 
izes it at $100 for each day of the 
delay., A provisicm of one of the bills 
■proposed, but not 'Accepted, placed the 
fine at $1,000 a day for delays in turn- 
ing in reports, but congress seems 
have thought that this w^'ezoessivo.
